The Grand Army Parade at 
~Detroit, 


It was the Most Imposing Pageant in 
the Organization’s History. 


Scenes Along the Line of March—the 
City Wild with Enthusiasm, 


Ex-President Hayes Marching in 
the Ranks—Grand Testimonial 
to Gen. Veazsy—The 
Color Question,

Detroit, Aug. 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} This has been a proud 
day in the history of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. It has witnessed the 
grandest parade in the history of the 
organization and bas made the twenty- 
fifth or “silver” encampment an oc- 
casion of magnificence and grandeur 
surpassing the fondest dreams 
cherished by its bumble founder, Dr. 
Stephenson of Illinois, twenty-five 
years ago: For six hours today, under 
a bright sun,- 40,000 veterans tramped 
sturdily over the line of march and 
such was the inspiration of the mo- 
ment that even the feeblest of the 
maimed and crippled comrades found 
themselves adequate to the ordeal of 
the march, Four magnificent arches 
had been erected by the citizens in 
different parts of the city 
and marked the line of march 
The most beautiful of them is the 
magnificent towef and war arch at the 
intersection of Woodward and Jeffer- 
gon avenues. lt is a veritable work of 


art. | 

The firing of afsalute from the U. S. 
S. Michigan in the harbor announced 
to the waiting veterans at 10:30 that 
the command to move had been given 
by the Commander-in-Chief. 

THE PROCESSION MOVES. 

Slowly and majestically the proces- 
sion started from Woodward and 
Adams avenues with Commander-in- 
Chief Veazey and his staff in the lead 
until the reviewing stand was 
reached. The ‘stand from which 
the Commander-in-Chief and bis 
staff reviewed the parade was 
situated on the Campus Martius, 
on the east side of \V oodward avenue. 
When Gen. Veaie; appeared be- 
fore the reviewing stand the vast 
concourse of people clustered about 
the Campus Martius cheered themselves 
hoarse. The General reined up his 
charger and..paveei Gen, Alger and 
a Detroit post, his escort, passed by 
him and drew up before the reviewing 
stand, fronting it with arms at charge. 
Gen, Veazey looked on with a gratified 
smile, and then lifting his bat grace- 
fully from his brow, be allowed his 
horse to pass with slow steps before 
them. As he passed the reviewing 
stand every occupant arose to his feet, 
Foremost was Gen. Miles of the regu- 
lar army, who had been leaning over 
bareheaded with his white gloved 
bands knitted over his sword 
hilt. Gen. Veazey reached the end of 
the post and the patriot veterans un- 
furled the tlag and struck up a lively 
air, and the crowd cheered once more. 
Gen. Veazey then rode to the stand, 
and, dismounting, entered his box in 
front. The Detroit post “passed by, 
and the parade continued toward the 
massive war arch. 

Beside the staff of the Commander- 
in-Chiet there were on the reviewing 
stand secretary of War Proctor, Sec- 
retary of the Navy Tracy, Gen. Miles, 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
Bussey. two or three Governors and 
half a dozen past commanders-in-chief. 

As the hosts marched past, the sur- 
vivors of Post No. 1 were conspicuous 
in a little group in the Lilinois delega- 
tion and their appearance was the sig- 
nal for cheers. Department Com- 
mander Clark led the command, and 
8000 representatives of the Sucker 
State were in line. Among the prom- 
inent ones were Gen. Post, Gen. Pavey, 
1 the State Auditor, Col, Sexton, post- 
master at Chicago, and Col. Cochrane. 
The Umbrella corps, 300 strong, was a 
feature of the Illinoisdivision. In one 
corner a square of blue umbrellas rep- 
resented each State in the Union, and 
red, white and blue umbrellas in the 
columns served to represent the stripes 
of the flag. As each division passed 
beneath the triumphal arches little 
girls showered the veterans with flow- 
ers. 

WISCONSIN’S “OLD ABE.”’ 

The enthusiasm which greeted the 
second, or Wisconsin division, 700 
strong, was unbounded. In front and 
borne high in the airon top of a flag- 
staff was perched “Old Abe,’ the 
stuffed eagle, which became part of 
Wisconsin history a guarter of a 
century ago. In jine with the Wiscon- 
sin boys were Gen. Lucius Fairchild, 
Col. Weisert, candidate for Com- 
mander-in-Chief. Department Com- 
Mander Upham was in command. 

The Pennsylvania division came 
next, 1500 strong, marching in good 
order. The Ohio delegation was a 
vast army of itself—no less than 15,000 
veterans being in line, New York, 
2500 strong, came next and was the 
recipient of enthusiastic greeting. 
Then came a score of battle flags 
seamed and shot through. The Con- 
necticut division followed and after it 
came Massachusetts, 2500 strong. New 
Jersey was represented by forty vet- 
erans, and 100 was the number from 
Maine, 

California showed up twenty-five’ 
strong, notwithstanding the distance 
they had.tocome. At their head with 
the Past Commanders marched ¥.. Rh. 
Smedburg, whom the delegation is 
booming in such ap enthusiastic man- 
ner for the position of Commander-in-

AN OVATION TO HAYES. 

The spectacle of an ex-President of 
the United States marching in the 
ranks is so unusual that the tremen- 
dous ovation tendered to ex-President 
Hayes today was hardly a surprise. 
The cheers which swept along the line 
of march like a huge, but slowly ris- 
ing, tidal wave, was ever ap indication 
of the presence of the distinguished 
ex-President. Mr. Hayes was recog- 
nized by all as he marched with his 
post, from Fremont, O., down Griswold 
street, and near the intersection of 
Congress street he kissed several little 
girls whoran out to meet him. The 
old gentleman carried a palmleaf fan, 
and appeared to enjoy the occasion 
quite as much as the comrades of the 
post. ca 

As New York swept around the cor- 
ners with splendid band and drum 
corps, and their armed guards for 
starters, with their gleaming bayonets, 
their appearance was always the sig- 
na) for a cheer; but the Continentals, 
with cocked hatsand regimeutals, led 
by Uncle Sam himself, took the crowd, 
who cheered themselves hoarse.. This 
unique band, with its 
drummers, led the three solid platoons 
bearing the old war colors of New 
York. The scream of the bagpipes of 


the Seventy-ninth New York, play-- 


ing **The Campbells are coming,”’ was 
heard at all points. ‘The post wore 
Glengarrys and carried two battered 
regimental flags. 
The Pennsylvania division carried 
battle-flacs with the titles, *Spottsyl- 
vania’’ and names of other flelus ren- 
dered immortal by terribie strife. A 
storm of applause saluted these battle- 
scarred colors. 
TRIBUTE TO GEN. VEAZEY, 
Ex-lresident Hayes, accompanied 
by Col. E. J. Hecker, and the commit- 
tee that purchased the $10,000 diamond 
badge for Gen. Veazey, called at de- 
partment headquarters to make the 
formal preseAtation. The ceremony 
took place in a large parlor of the ho- 
tel, where Gen, Veazey stood with his 
wife, surrounded by his entire staff. 
*Commander-in-chief,’’ said ex-Pres- 
ident Ilayes, “the comrades who have 
been honored, with piaces of your staff

The next national encampment will 
be held at Washington city. The jus- 
tice of this es:ertion may not be con- 
ceded by the partisans of Lincoln, 
Neb., but inquiry at the various de- 
partment headquarters indicates that 
when the roll of States is called on the 
location of the next encampment 
Washington will get the prize bya 
vote of nearly 2 tol. : 

The various candidates for com- 
mander-in-chief are pfessing their 
claims with increasedenergy. Charles 
P. Lincoln of Washington, D. C., As- 
sistant Commissioner of Pensions, has 
withdrawn fromthe race. As itstands 
tonight the choice is between Weisert 
of Wisconsin, Smedburg of California, 
Hurst of Ohio and Hodges of New 
York. Weéisert’s candidacy is the only 
one that issharply defined as to States. 
The West, with the exception of the 
Pacific Coast, is practically soiid for 
his candidacy. The situation is com- 
plicated tonight by a sudden extrava- 
gantclaim of Ohio for Hurst, and a 
rumor that Dlinois may decide to pre- 
seutthe name of ex-Gov. Richard J. 
Oglesby for Commander-in-Chief. 

Tonight was devyotod to receptions 
to the Commander-in-Chief, to the 
Women’s Relief Corps and Sons of 
Veterans by citizens of Detroit at En- 
campment Hall. 

THAT COLOR QUESTION. 

There is a serious dispute which 
threatens to mar the serenity of the 
silver encampment of the Grand 
Army; it is the color question. Col. 
Hodges, Commander of the Depart- 
ment of Louisiana and Mississippi, 
said today that unless the thing is 
straightened out during this encamp- 
ment, there will not bea white mem- 
ber south of the Ohio or the Potomac 
ayear hence. are outnumber- 
ing usin posts, thus putting us di- 
rectly under them. That we will not 
stand. Now, we want to rule ourselves 
and have the colored people go by 
themselves. All we ask foris a pro- 
visional department embracing Florida, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Texas.”’ 

There are two sides to the colored 
question, and Col. James Lewis, (col- 
ored) Administrator of Police and Ad- 
ministrator of Public Works at New 
Orleans, isthe champion of the col- 
ored side. When asked what the 
trouble ing Louisiana was, he said: 
**We have nine posts with a member- 
ship of over 1000; yet we are not recog- 
nized by the Commander of our depart- 
ment. We get no representation in 
the convention and are ordered to re- 
port to the Commander-in-Chief. Our 
Department Commander thinks we 
want social recognition. I claim that 
the order is not a social one but a his- 
toric and fraternal one.”’ 

The race problem looms up omin- 
ously, and the question on every lip 
now is, can this dispute be settled by 
the encampment without a serious 
disruption in the southern divisions. 
The colored delegates from Louisiana

THAT BLUE GUM STORY. 


DR. J. S. ELLIOTT’S VERSION OF 


He Says That He is. the Man Re- 
ferred to and Gives 
His Side of the 
Story. 


On the 29th of June last, under the head- 
ing, “Beats the Kecord,” Tue Times pub- 
lished an article, without giving any names, 
about a man giving his wife a piece of land, 
which he planted with blue gums, the in- 
come from which was to be for her support, 
but that when the trees got large enough to 
“harvest,” he stepped in, had them cut, and 
took the money received to reimburse him 
for taxes he had advanced while the trees 
were growing. 


Although no names were given in the 
article, as stated above, Dr. Jacob S. E- 
liott, a wealthy and well-known citizen of 
Santa Monica, insists that he is the man 
referred to, and further, that the article 
does him a great injustice. 

Dr. Elliott states that in October, 1885, he 
married Lizzie N. Van Druver, under a 
contract, in which he conveyed to her for 
and during her natural lite, lots land 2 of 
the John D. Young tract, containing 61.9 
acres, in consideration of which his 
wife released ali claims to any right, title 
or interest whatever as dower or heirin 
any property owned by him, heon his part 
doing the same thing so far as her property 
was concerned, the income from the prop- 
erty above described to be for her own use. 
Two years later he planted the land in biue 
gums, he and his wife entering into a regu- 
lar contract, he toadvance the money nec- 
essary for the purpose, which was to be re- 
paid to him from the first timber cut, This 
was mutually satisfactory, and when the 
trees got large enough for wood he had 
the timber cut, crediting his wife with 
$1100, the proceeds, and leaving only $200 
indebtedness yet to be paid off, when his 
wife will have an income for life from the 
land. Dr. Elliot further says that it is a 
mistake about the money being taken for 
taxes, as be has always paid them, as pro- 
vided in the original contract, and has 
made the proper provision for his heirs to 
do the same. The marriage contract is on 
record both in Los Angeles county and 
Hennepin county, Minn., where anyone 
can see it who so desires. This is the 
whole story. 

Dr. Elliott further says that his hand- 
somely fyrnished house is now and always 
has béen at his wife’s disposal; that he bas 
always kept a carriage apd horses, which 
she is at perfect liberty to use at any and 
all times; that he has afways provided her 
with a suitable wardrobe, and has in all 
other respects performed the duties of a 
husband. ‘The Doctor says he is also com- 
petent to marfage his business and resents 
any interference in his domestic affairs.

CASH OF MALPRACTICE. 


Death of Mrs. Boutwell 
Sunday Afternoon. — 


Result of the 
timony of the Physicians— 
Verdict of the Cor- 

oner’s Jury. " 


Mrs. Julia A: Boutwe!l died at her resi- 
dence on Vermont ayenue Sunday evening 
after a brief illness and under rather sus- 
picious circumstances, The case was 
brought to the attention of Coroner Weldon 
Monday, who at once instituted an investi- 
gation, with the result that he determined 
to hold an inquest, the indications pointing 
to the fact that there had been maipractice 
on the part of some one. He accordingly 
bad a post-mortem made, which further 
confirmed his suspicions. 


‘THE INQUEST. 
The inquest was accordingly held yester- 


day afternoon at the undertaking rooms of 
Orr & Sutch. 


Deputy District Attorney Diehl appeared 


on behalf of the State to watch the pro- 
ceedings. 


The first witness called was George A. 
Boutwell, the husband of the deceased, who 
testified to the effect that he was a ¢eteri- 
nary surgeon and resided on Vermont ave- 
nue, two blocks south of Adams street. 

The family, which con sisted of his wife, 
Julia A., bis threé young daughters, Ger- 
trude, Ruth and Theresa, and two buys 
aged respectively 6 and 2 years, had liv 
there since April 7 last, but, owing to the 
fact that his business extended into Orange 
County, he was frequenstiy away from 
home. In addition totne children enum- 
erated above,he had two warried daughters, 
Mrs. Blanche Koefoed ana Mrs. Geneva 
Crosse, and a sixteen-year-old boy, who 
lived at Norwalk. 

On Monday night, the 20th ult., he re- 
turned home from atrip to Orange county, 
and remained at home ai! next day, resting. 
On Wednesday morning he drove over 
with his wife to thecannery of the Southern 
California Fruit Company, where he had 
been promised employiment, as he de- 
termined to remain at bome in future, and 
on the way over his wiie complained of 
uterine trouble, which she attributed to 
carelessness on thé partof a Dr. Brown 
who attepded to her on the occasion of 
the birth of their youngest child at Downey, 
two years «go. At her request he drove 
her to the office of Dr. Chariotte Allen on 
South Main street, under whose care she 
told him she had placed herself during his 
absence. Asshe hadrun short of money 
she had not felt at literty to yy up the 
treatment. He at once gave her some 
money and waited while she went up to 
Mrs. Allen’s office. She returned immedi- 
ately, however, stating that the doctor was 
out, and drove over to the cannery with 
him, returning alone. After working all 
day he rode home on the car and found that 
his wife had taken the buggy vut. On her 
return she stated that she nad driven over 
to the cannery with the intention of Dring- 
ing-him home, but had missed him. ‘They 
retired about io o’clozk that night, and be- 
ing tired out be soon feel asleep. At 11 
o’clock, however, he w.s awakened by his 
wife, who said she had a chill. As she 
was shaking like an aspen leaf and com- 
plained of terribie pains in her bowels, he 
got up and procured bottles of hot water, 
hot irons, etc,, and covered her up weil, 
and about three-quarters of an hour later 
she »ppeared to be better, At 4 o’clock in 
the morning, however, she had such a high 
fever that be became alarmed apd sug- 
gested the propriety of going for a doctor, 
She demurred at firat, but finally asked him 
to gofor Dr. Allen, which he did. Mrs. 
Allen made a cursory examination of his 
wife and remarked that sie feared she did 
not understand the symptoms. She, how- 
ever, gave bis wife some medicine, and he 
then called her to one side -and told her 
that if she did not understand the case, she 
had better consult with some one, and sug- 
gested Dr. Cowles. Mrs. Allen suggested 
the propriety of waiting until evening 
before doing so, as the patient might im- 
prove meanwhile, and he consented. Dur- 
ing the day his wife complained of cramps, 
and her breathing became véry short and 


irregular. He noticed also that she was 
turning yellow, even the whites of 
her eyes being discolored. She be- 


caine 80 much worse that he again went 
for Mrs. Allen and summoned Dr. Cowles 
by telephone, after calling at his office, dur- 
ing his absence. About S8or9 o’clock that 
evening Dr. Cowles arrived whiie Mrs. Al- 
lem was there, and after he had examined 
the patient, the witness called him aside 
avd told him that, as he had not much con- 
fidence in female physicians, he desired 
him to take the lead in the case, and he 
would see that his prescriptions were ad- 
ministered. As Mrs. Allen had been called 
at his wife’s request and was a good nurse, 
he did not wish to discharge her. Dr. 
Cowles asked his permission to bring in 
another physicians, Dr. Bicknell, and did so 
next morping. Mrs. Allen nursed his wife 
all that Right, and was there when they 
came. They then examined his wife again 
and.held a consultation in the parlor, as the 
result of which Dr. Cowles told him that 
his wife’s case “had the appearance that 
some one had not been acting honestly with 
ber.”” Drs. Cowies and Allen continued in 
attendance upon his wife until she died on 
Suaday evening last. He had sent for his 
daughter, Mrs. Crosse, on the same day 
that he summoned Dr. Cowles, and she 
came up from Norwalk and remained with 
her motifer. He had livedin this county for 
over two years, his former residence being 
about haif a mile from Downey. There 
had been some little troubiein his family 
recently, not so much between himself and 
ayant as between him aud oue of his sous- 
n- aw. 

J. K. Cowles, M.D., was next called to 
the stand, and testified that he was called 
to see Mrs. Boutwell nine or ten days ago, 
and on rexsching her residence abuut 9 
o’clock at night, found her very sick. Her 
countenance w.s suffused with a brownish 
yellow hue, her pulse was running at 120, 
and ber temperature was 105°. He ex- 
amined her critically, and found that there 
was a tenderness in the hypogastric region 
of her body, and her nterus was much es- 
larged. He came tothe conciusion that she 
was suffering from blood poisoning, caused 
by her having been tampered with. He 
questioned Mrs. Allen, who appeared to be 
very anxious to hear his opinion, but did 
not know anything about the case, «nd 
after advising her to dose the patient with 
antipyrine and quinine to bring down the 
temperature, lett, Next mourning he re 
turned with Dr. Bicknell, and found the 
patient’s temperature lower and her condi- 
tion much less urgent, She was badly 
jaundiced, however, and he continued to 
attend her up to the time of her death. 

He subsequently made a post-mortem ex- 
amination of the body, at which he was 
essisted by Drs. Bicknell, Hagan and Mrs. 
Alien. He found the skin jaundiced to a 
lemon color, and there was a good deal of 
gas in the intestines. All the abdominal 
organs were acutely congested. On exam- 
ining the uterus an ashy looking patcnd,one- 
half anincb by one-fourth of an inch, was 
found at the top, which, when cut open, 
was found to be a gangrenous puncture, 
Exactly in a line with this puncture, extend- 
ing downward, the interior of the uterus 
was fou'd to bein a septic condition, and 
in his opinion as a professional man this was 


and was the primary cause of the woman’s 
death. A few months ago Mrs. Boutwell 
had called upon him at his oflice and told 
him tbat she was pregnant, but did not 
want another child, as she aiready had a 
large family. He warned her of the dan- 
ger of interfering with nature’s functions, 
and after prescribing an iron tonic, told her 
to call and see him again; but she did not, 

In his opinion it was possible for the wo- 
man to have inflicted the injury herself, 
and such cases were very frequent, unfortu- 
nately. ‘The wound could only have been 
inflicted from below. | 

The uterus, kidneys and other organs, 
which had been removed at the autopsy, 
were produced in « bottle, and Dr. Cowles 
explained their appearance to the jury in 
detail. Although the injury to the uterus 
had been to some extent eradicated by the 


‘solution in which it was bottled, the punc- 


ture was plainly visible. 

Dr. F. T. Bicknell fully corroborated the 
testimony of the preceding witness in so 
far as be was acquainted with the case, but 
Dr. M. Hagan, who bad been called in

was a graduate of Aun Arbor, Michigan class 
of 1879. Her residence was at No. 1565 
Rock wood avenue, but ler office was on 
South Main street. Early in March last, 
Mrs. Boutwell came up from Downey to see 
her, and she treated her for bright’s dis- 
éase and dropsy, prescribing a mixture of 
bitter root, squills and gin, three to five 
drops of which in half a wine glass of water 
wasa dose, She saw her several times 
later, and finally, as she appeared to be 
enduring so much pain, made an exan- 
ination abeut three weeks ago and fvund 
her patient to be suffering from a retrover- 
sion of the uterus. Shortly afterward Mrs. 
Boutwell left the office, and the next morg- 
ing ber husband came and took witnéss out 
to see her asshe was very sick. She then 
corroborated the testimony of the preceding 
witnesses as to Mrs. Boutwell’s sickuess and 
treatment, which she diagnosed as kidney 
disease, 

Mrs, Allen was then interrogated by the 
Coroner, and denied having ever at any 
time used any instruments upon rs. 
Boutweil. She also stated that although 
she was present atthe autopsy, she could 
not swear that there were any marks or 
scars on the uterus. other than that at the 
top, which, in her opinion, could have 
been caused by ulceration. She did not 
think it was such an injury as could have 
been caused by an instrument, . 

At Mrs, Allen’s request, G. McBratney, 
the undertaker, who laid out the body of 
Mrs. Boutwell was called, and testified that 
on Sunday night he embalmed the body by 


the abdomen, Though only one hole was 
made externally he moved the needle about 
in order to distribute the fluid. 

Mrs. Geneva Crosse, a prepossessing 
young woman in deep mourning, was next 
called, and testified that she did not know 
what to call herself exactly, as although she 
was married, she was not living with her 
husband at present. Her mother never 
told her that she was pregnant. They bad 
a trivial quarrel a few months ago; but 
made up again, and since then had been on 
the beat of terms. She never heard her 
mother speak of going to a doctor. 

Mrs. Clara B. Craley, a nurse, states that 
she met Mrs. Boutwell about three weeks 
agoandthat the deceased said she was 
troubled with kidney disease. Mrs. Anna 
H. Warner also testified tothe same effect. 

The matter was then submitted to the 
jury, who, after a brief deliberation, re- 
turned a verdict tothe effect that “‘the de- 
ceased came to her death on the 2d day of 
August, 1891, by biood poisoning, produced 
by malpractice in the introduction of some 
instrument into the uterus, thereby punc- 
turing it, by some person uhknown,” 

No further steps will be taken in the mat- 
ter.

THE RESIDENCE OF MRS. DORIA

The Cause of the Fire a Mystery, 
"as the House was Not 
Occupied — Loss 
$35,000. 


At9:45 o’clock last night a still alarm of 
fire was turned in from Pico and Alvarado 
streets, caused by the burning of Mra, 
Doria Jones’s fine dwelling house in course 
of constructior. 

The house was about completed, was to 
cost $35.000, and would have been one of the 
finest dwelling houses in the city.

THe BOLTON CASE, 


It Revives Interest in a Noted Doub'e 
Murder. 

The powers at Washington have acted a 
little strange in turning the murderer 
Bolton over to the Mexican government 
when it is remembered‘that the Mexican 
authorities have frequently refused to allow 
United States officers to bring murderers 
out of their country for trial in this. Of 
course Bolton should be punished, for he 
is acold-biooded murderer. He was cap- 
tured at Juarez, Mexico, after he had com- 
mitted the first murder, but he escaped, 
andin getting away from his guard he 
Killed two men and then made his way to 
New Mexico, where he was captured the 
other day and turned overto the Mexican 
authorities. Ifthe Mexicans were half as 
easy with this Government, a number of 
criminals who are now in Mexico would 
have been justly dealt with by the courts of 
the United States long ago. 

A noted casein point is one that was 
worked up by Detective Smith of the South- 
ern Pacifie Company about two years ago. 

A Mexican named Francisco Vega had a 
dispute with a man named Martin, near the 
Vulture mines in Arizona, and without any 
warning whatever Vega walked up te Mar- 
tin’s house and shot him down. The mur- 
derer then entered the house, and in the 
most brutal manner possible he butchered 
Mrs. Martin and her two children. The 
fiend escaped into Mexico and made his 
way to Alta Sonora, 

Setpetive Smith heard of the case and 
made up his mind to hunt the murderer 
down, although there was not a cent init 
for him. His company granted him a leave 
of absence when made acquainted with the 
nature of the murder, and the detective 
started out. 

He traveled night and day until he found 
Vegain Alta. Tne fiend was arrested, and 
Smith asked for extradition papers, but the 
anthorities refused to assist Him, as the 
Mexican government would not consent to 
give Vega 4

without even giving them a hearing. 

The claim is also mide that a m. jority of 
the board did not intend toadjourn Monday 
night, but came tothe meeting to transact 
business and to give these ladies whatever 
further hearing they wished, wbich is fol- 
lowed up by the remarkabie statement that 
“the motion to adjourn was sprung on the 
board. It was carried through some mem- 
bers not hearing it put, they being eugaged 
in talking at the time. The purpese of 
that motion was that the board is divided in 
reference to these teachers. One member 
of the board keeps promising these non-re- 
appointed teachers four votes to reinstate 
them, and this has encouraged—very 
wrongly so—the disappointed ones to per- 
sist in their efforts. to be reinstated, The 
motion to adjourn last night was to enable 
these four n.embers to get a majority at the 
next meeting by reason otf the intended 
absence of a member of the present major- 
ity at that meeting.

RAILWAY ENTERPRISE AT SANTA 
MONICA, 


While the new railway construction 


its present scene of operations at and 
about Old Santa Monica Cafjon, is not 
extensive enough to rise to the dignity 
of a transcontinental undertaking, nor 
even to tbatof a cross-State road, it has 
nevertheless a local importance that 
makes it notable. Stated briefly and 
broadly, the new enterprise embraces 
the following general features: 

(1.) The creation of an extensive and 
enticing pleasure-garden at Santa Mon- 
ica Caflon; 

(2.) The erection of a large and 
handsome seaside and tourist hotel on 
the bluff adjacent; 

(3.) The erection of an adequate 
whar for wharves, at which ships may 
discharge, as of old, in all decent 
weather, which means most of the time; 
(4.) ~The extension of the company’s 
railway line from the present terminus 
to the cafion’s mouth, and to a connec- 
tion with the new wharves; and 

(5.) The further extension of the road 
up and along the coast as far as Hue- 
neme, from whence a short branch will 
connect the new line with the com- 
company’s existing coast line—the 
Northern Branch—in Ventura county. 

Thus, when the Northern Branch 
shall have been completed by the clos- 
ing of the gap between Eliwood and 
Los Alamos, in Santa Barbara county, 
there will be a direct coast line from 
Los Angeles to San Krancisco, avoid- 
ing the San Fernando tunnel, and the 
present interior route. In this view of 
the new enterprise, it becomes im- 
portant. 

The undertaking is the result of Mr. 
Huntington’s determination to push 
things in the South, and the progress 
of the work will be watched with in- 
terest. Some difficulties in the way of 
securing rights of way have been en- 
countered, but those in a position to 
know have confidence that all obstacles 
will be swept aside and the enterprise 
be carried forward to ultimate com.- 
pletion. It isa work that cannot, of 
course, be consummated in a day. 


THE SURVIVING ARMY OF 
REPUBLIC, 


A notable and inspiring event in the 
history of the Grand Army of the 
Republic is the assembling of the 
National Encampment in Detroit. It 
is the twenty-fifth national gathering— 
the silver anniversary of the order. 
This great band of Union veterans is 
now in the zenith of its numerical 
Strength; it cannot hope to further 
increase in numbers, for the losses by 
death will henceforth more than coun- 
terbalance the gains by the accession 
of new members. The true grandeur 
of the Grand Army now fully appears; 
the illustrious services of its members 
in defense of the Republic in time of 
War more than ever illuminate the 
pages of American history, now 
that more than a quarter of 
a century has passed since the 
close of the colossal struggle; the 
priceless value of those services was 
never so patent to the people as now, 
and never before was there more rea- 
son why a grateful country should 
shed tears for the dead and give cheers 
to the living. 7 

The giand parade of veterans was 
the feature of yesterday. The event is 
described in the dispatches. The num- 
bers in line’ were vast; the pageantry 
was magnificent; the shot-torn and 
streaming bannérs gallantly borne by 
the: very men who marched under 
those banners through the hot swirl of 
battle made a picture in the streets of 
Detroit yesterday the like of which 
was never seen in any other land, and, 
sad to say, may never again be 
seen in this in suca imposing brill- 
iancy.

A PUBLIC MARKET, 


In all past time a market place has 
been regarded as indispensable to a 
city, or a townof any considerable 
size. In large cities more than one 
such place bas been deemed necessary, 
and the larger the city the larger the 
number of market places. The kind 
of market place referred to is one 
where the producer of vendibles can 
put himself in immediate communica- 
tion with the purchaser, or consumer. 
This. strange to say, has not been the 
privilege of the people of Los Angeles, 
and producers are always forced to 
dispose of their wares to’ *middle- 
men,” ar they are called, who alone 
can in that case supply the require- 
ments of the people, But there is one 
exception to this rule; milk has 
been furnished directly to the con- 
sumer by the dairymen, and both 
the milkmanand the consumer have 
enjoyed the advantage of it. Had 
milk, like other things, been forced 
through the hands of middle men, both 
the vendor and the purchaser wouid 
have seen the evil effects of the prac- 
tice, and speculators would have grown

They know 
exactly bow to corner the man who 
brings his product to the city for ‘sale, 
and bow to get the highest price when 
they come to sell the same article to 
the consumer. Suppose milk were 
in the same.category as all other 
farm products, and had to be 
handled by “‘commission mercbants,”’ 
the dairyman would often be compelled 
to dispose of his load ata mere nom- 
inal price, but the same milk would 


.costthe prudent housekeeper none the 


less, but far more than she now pays 
for if. 

The advantages ofa public market 
are manifold. People not only get 
what they need at more moderate 
prices, but they get far better articles. 
In an open market is competition, and 
the more perfect the article the more 
ready the sale. 

Besides, ina public market there is 
always an inspector who sees to it that 
im weight, measure and quality, 
everything is up to the standard. 
In weil-ereguiated market the 
sales are confined to certain hours 
of the day—say from 8 o’clock in the 
morning to 10 a.m., and no one is per- 
mitted to buy there on speculation, or 
with the purpose of selling again. It 
is among the wonders that Los An- 
geles has gone so long without a pub- 
lic city market. 

The proposition now is to devote the 
upper end ot Los Angeles street to 
such market uses, and there is enough 
room there and about the old Plaza to 
serve the purpose fora long time. It 
will only be necessary to classify the 
business so that each line of products 
may have its locality. 


THE KENTUCKY ELECTION. 


What to expect in regard to the re- 
cent partial overthrow of the Democ- 
racy in its Kentucky stronghold was 
known in advance. Good authority on 
the subjectis the person who suggested, 
advised and probably induced the cam- 
paign in that Gibralter of Democracy. 
Ignatius Donnelly of Minnesotais by far 
the leading man in the new movement. 
After the determination at Cincinnati 
to form the People’s party, he wrote 
to an old friend, Col. Blanton 
Duncan, in Kentucky, asking him 
for opinions and suggestions. The 
response was, that if the party 
intended to secure and deserve success, 
it must not only revolutionize Republi- 
can States, but prove its sincerity by 
attempting to capture strong Demo- 
cratic States; and that the most favor- 
able opportunity of all was to com- 
mence a canvass in Kentucky, where 
the alliance was strong; and to simply 
work for three points—nominatious 
for the Legislature, the adoption of 
the new Constitution, and the calling 
of aconvention to nominate a candi- 
date for Governor, leaving out all the 
other State officers. These sugges- 
tions were laid before the National 
Executive Committee, and the result 
has been the electionof an alliance 
Legislature, and the adoption, over- 
whelmingly, of the new Constitution, 
which was opposed by the Courier- 
Journal, Governor Buckner, Senator 
Carlisle and the machine Democrats, 
Central Committee, etc. 

Senator Blackburn advocated the 
Constitution. It will be a severe blow 
to the old Democratic ring, especially 
as it will take away the pubiic print- 
ing from the Courier-Journal. 

One suggestion was not carried out 
—and a State ticket nomiuated by 
twenty or more persons, and not bind- 
ing the alliance at all—was permitted 
to remain in the field: The candidate 
for Governor was the agent for Mc- 
Cormick, one of the most absolute 
monopolies in existence and specially 
obnoxious to farmers. If a State con- 
vention had been held, and a first- 
class farmer nominated. . Demo- 
crats would probably not have elected 
their State ticket, |

DEATH TO BUGS, 


Killing Foes of the Crops 
with Artificial Diseases. 


5 
GIVING CHINCH BUGS CHOLERA 


Cabbage Caterpillars with Bac- 
teria—Fungus Troubles to 
Order for Cutworms. 


When M. Pasteur, a few years ago, 
proposed to kill off the rabbits of Aus- 
tralia by introducing among them a 
vontagious disease of a fatal character, 
humanitarians exclaimed What 
will they think of similar plans which 
bid fair to be wideiy adopted before 
long for wiping out various bugé that 
attack the crops, There is the cab- 
bage worm, for example, about an 
inch and a half long, with a special 
appetite for the vegetable in question, 
says the New York Sun. It is sub- 
ject toasingular and very deadly dis- 
ease, caused by bucteria, as con- 
sumption and typhoid fever are 
in man. Does the latter sym- 
pathize with the unhappy ~cater- 
pillar on that -dccount? On the 
contrary, scientists are forming a plan 
for. spreading the complaint among 
cabbage wormsin general tosuch an 
extent that the species shall be exter- 
minated. Prof. Galloway, who super- 
intends the Government plant hospital, 
has just received a small consigument 
of germs of the malady from Florida, 
where the insect commits great havoc 
and he is propagating them by myriads 
artificiaily in corked tubes filled with 
gelatine. It will be easy enough to 
prepare a quantity of beef tea—on that 
diet ail bacteria greedily feed and mul- 
tiply—and transform it within a few 
hours, by simply iutroducing a few 
bacteria a8 an ingredient into a solu- 
tion every drop of which contains 
thousands of lively microbes. All that 
remains theoretically will be to spray 
the liquid as if it were an insecticide 
upon the infested cabbages, and any 
worm thatis touched by a particie of 
it must die. 

The manner in which these bacteria 
attack and consume the caterpillar, -is 
astonishing. Asarule they begin by 
assailing the third segment of the 
animal from the tail. They literally 
eat it up, transforming its fleshy sub- 
stance into so much cecomposed mat- 
ter, and so quickly do they do their 
work that the. victim is dead usually 
within twenty-four hours aiter it is 
first inoculated. It turns gradually 
from bright green to brown, and finally 
to black—a loathsome corpse, Within 
four days the worm is so completely 
absorbed by the morbid process that 
nothing is left of it except; literally, 
a grease spot. Specimens sent to 
Prot. Galloway in wooden pill boxes 
have disappeared entirely within a 
week, each worm leaving only a small 
atain to show that once there had 
been a caterpillar. Not only does the 
sprinkling serve to. disseminate the 
fatal complaint,but the latter is spread 
also by every infected worm wherever 
it goes, so that half a dozen might die- 
tribute the epidemic through a whole 
cabbage patch and.so rid it of every 
caterpillar within a tew days. The 
bacteria are readily procured for 
propagation from the cadaver of the 
insects killed. whi¢h are filled with the 
germs, of course, platinum wire 
introduced into thé substance of one 
of the black and shriveled bodies and 
thereupon touched to some gelatine in 
a tube will producea thriving colony 
off-hand. The truck gardeuer can 
easily be taugbt to manufacture his 
own bacteria solution, balf a barrelful 
at a time, for distribution with an 
atomizer, andthe natural spread of 
the disease will clear whole districts 
of the worms more or less permaneutly. 
Such, at ali events, is the theory, 

It remains to be séen what will re- 
sult from similar measures that are 
being taken against the chinch bugs 
in the West, which do such enormous 
damage to wheat, corn, and other 
grains, getting inte the funnel-shaped 
part of the leaves, where they join the 
stalks, and sucking the sap of the 
plants until they die. Prof. Snow of 
Kansas is trying, with the aid 
of a $7000 appropriation, to intro- 
duce among them two different bac- 
terial diseases of a fatal nature, 
and surprising accounts are given 
of the manner in which a few inocu- 
lated insects distribute epidemics far 
and wide among their kind,- causing 
destruction to myriads. Ocher bugs 
elsewhere in the United States are to 
be attacked in like manner with such 
complaints as are best calculated to 
destroy them. Itis thought that the 
malady so deadly to the cabbage worm 
may be equally fatal to other obnoxious 
insects ot different species, and at the 
present time experiments are being 
made witha view to inoculating the 
boliworm of thecotton with this very 
disease. ‘The latter, secreting itself in 
the boll of the plant, is not easily 
reached by ordinary insecticides, 

In addition to the two bacterial dis- 
eases referred to, the ruthless scien- 
tists of Kansas are trying to inoculate 
the chipchbugs wholesale with a fun- 
gus complaint. I[nsects are very liable 
to troubles of this sort. When you see 
a fly stuck on a window-pane and sur- 
rounded with a sortof halo of white, 
cobwebby substance,, the latter is a 
fuugus by which it has been devoured. 
Oiten you will find moths afflic.ed in 
like manner. Abroad, for some years 
past, efforts have been made to 
exterminate locusts, cul-worms and 
many other destructive bugs by 
spreading fungus diseases among 
them, with partial success. A creature 


country does great damage to forests 
in Europe, and itis at present being 
attacked by the same means. Germs 
are easily got by soakiog the fungi in 
water, aud can be propagated like the 
bacteria for spraying. Moreover, 
every insect infected distributes the 
spores of the fungus, corresponding to 
seeds, wherever it goes, aud thus the 
affliction is distributed. The most 
remarkable bug-eating fungus is a 
{uugus that grows out of a caterpillar, 
literaily transforming the animal into 
a’ vegetable. It is much prized in 
some parts of the world as a delicacy 
for eating. ‘ 

Nature so provides that, whenever 
an insect destructive to vegetable life 
becomes over-abundant, it is immedi- 
ately attacked by disease, fungous or 
bacterial, which breaks out spontane-

Im- 
mediately bacteria and fungi attacked 
the caterpillars, Kies 90 per- cent. of 
them, according to the reckoning of 
the “Department of agriculture, and 
the next year there ‘were hardly any.

THE DEMON STEER, 


A Mastodonic Wild Ox Which Scares 
the Cowboys. 

MEDICINE LODGE (Kan.,) July 30.— 
[Correspondence.} George Wilson, one 
ot the best-known cowboys of the 
Southwest, arrived here from the Pan- 
handle a few days ago. Wilson tellsa 


remarkable tale about a mastodonic | 


wild steer which has roamed the 
ranges along the border for many 
years and whose aggressiveness and 
power make him the dread of every 
roundup outfit in the country. No 
brand has ever been placed upon the 
animal yet; no adventuresome rustiler 
has ever dared to appropriate him. The 
pugnacious brute is known far and 
wide as the ‘‘demon steer’”’ on account 
of his mad freaks. The animal knows 
no fear, and his immense size makes 
him the terror of everything that 
comes in his way. With lowered head, 
glistening eye and sonorous bellow, he 
will madly charge at anything that 
crosses his path. Many outfits have 
rouuded him up with the other cattle, 
but when the circle gets too small to 
suit him he rushes past the riders as if 
no such obstruction existed in his line 
of flight. 

Once one of the big outfits deter- 
mined upon his capture, but it was a 
sadly-demoralized outfit when he got 
through with it.

AN IMPORTANT RESOLUTION 


Which Favors Development—Notes 
on Local Topics—Pleasant Re- 
geption—Localettes and 
Personals. ~ 


There was a full attendance of the 
directors of the Pasadena Lake Vine- 
yard Land and Water Company pres- 
ent at the meeting Monday night. 

President John Allin presided. After 
a small amount of routine business 
bad been transacted, the question of 
water development again came up for 
discussion. After the minutes of the 
previous meetings bad been read, Col. 
Picher, who was a member of the com- 
mittee that drew up the new cuntract, 


_ addressed the board. Col. Picher stated 


that several serious flaws had been 
contract. He had 
assisted in the work of formulating it 
in order to promote harmony and pro- 
vide for the early development of wa- 
ter. He had not imagined that the 
Sheep Corral Springs would prove such 
astumbling block. In view then of 
the possibility of its legality being 
affected, Col. Picher suggested that 
certain amendments be made. He 
urged also the importance of making 
rovisions for sttpping work in case 
he process of development should in 
any way bappen to diminish instead 
of increase the supply. 

Director Brown then took the floor. 
He argued that the present source of 
supply is located on the side of a hill 
and therefore, that it could in no way 
be diminished by tunneling on higher 
ground. He asked Col. Picher several 
questions relative to the matter under 
consideration, and took occasion also 
to strongly oppose carrying on the 
work under any other conditions than 


those imposed by the contract of 1887. 


Mr. Brown’s remarks elicited lively 
discussion. It was finally decided to 
lay the new contract on the table, and 
the following resolution offered by Di- 
rector Parker was adopted: 

Resolved, that as a board of direct- 
ors representing the Pasadena, Lake 
Vineyard Land and Water Company, 
we are in ‘favor of taking immediate 
and energetic steps toward increasing 
the water supply from the water-bear- 
ing lands at Devil’s Gate. and we in- 
vite the ccdperation of the Pasadena 
Land and Water Company in such de- 
velopment, and respectfully ask the 
Pasadena Land and Water Company 
to appoint a member of the committee 
to actin conjunction with two mem- 
bers appointed by this board to cary 
out the purpose of this resolution. 
And this board hereby appoints as 
members of such committee C. M. 
Parker and E. H, R yce.”’ 

The West Side company will now 
take its turn at the bat.

The Bear Valley Land and Water 
Company are the real defendants in 
the case. When Baldwin secured the 
temporary injunction restraining 
them from using the wa- 
ters of the oreek in question, 
they made a motion to dissolve the 
Same upon the ground that the service 
of papers in the case was erroneous and 
illegal. This was the sole ground upon 
which the defendants asked the disso- 
lution of the temporary injunction. 
The matter was argued upon Saturday 
lastand submitted, Judge Campbell 
announcing that he would give an 
opinion on Tuesday morhing. This he 
did by overruling the motion to set 
aside the temporary injunction. The 
whole matter will now go to trial upon 
its merits. The officers of the Bear 
Vailey Irrigation Company, who 
were seen yesterday by a TIMES repre- 
sentative, were not at all alarmed at 
the ruling of Judge Campbell in the in- 
junction matter. In fact, they re- 

arded it with the utmost indifference. 
‘he claim is made that the Bear Valley 
Land and Water Company are not now 
using the watersot Van Dusen Creek. 
They formerly did, but long since 
iransferred their rights in the waters 
of the creek to the Bear Valley Irriga- 
tion Company. This latter corpora- 
tion is now using the water of the 
creek, and the injunction that Baldwin 
has secured against the Bear Valley 
Land and Water Company isofno ef- 
1ect.as far as the use of the water of 
Van Dusen Creek is concerned, for the 
simple reason that the company is not 
using or attempting to use it. This 
case is one which excites great inter- 
est in this county, and much depends 
upon it.

FORTIFYING WINES, 


Donein Bonded Rooms Only. 
Ever since the revenue regulations of 
1890 went into effect there have been 
continued disputes between the sweet 
wine manufacturers and the revenue 
authorities as to their proper inter- 
retation. Revenue Commissioner 
ason, besieged by letters expostulat- 
ing against the too rigid enforcement 
of the technicalities of the law, de- 
cided to hold a conference in Washing- 
ton and settle the vexed question. 
. Revenue Agent Eldride, -represent- 
ing the Government, and George West 
of Stockton, representing the wine- 
makers, attended the conference, 
which was recently concluded. Mr. 
Eldridge returned to this city yester- 
day, says the San Francisco Chronicle. 
From him it was learned that the con- 
ference had been satisfactorily con- 
ducted for all parties, and that, while 
the interests of the Government were 
fully protected by the new regulations 
formulated, the winemakers had been 
well provided for. 


the conference was the methods used 
in fortifying sweet wines.

UNCLE SAM'S FIRST WARSHIP. 


was Built. 


The Herald’s description of the new 
Goodrich steamship Virginia brought 
vividly to my mind’s eye a scene that 
I beheld at the Philadelphia navy-yard 
inthe summer of 1843, namely, the 
launching of the United States war 
vessel Princeton, which was the first 
vessel of any magnitude, beyond a 
steam launch, to be propelled by a 
screw wheel, says a writerin the Chi- 
cago Herald. Up to that time only ex- 
perimental craft of diminutive lengths 
had been built by various parties from 
1824 to 1837, each of whom was striving 
to provide something better than pad- 
dle wheels as @ means of propulsion 
for ocean steamers. All of these tests 
were made in England, one of the 
most successful being that of Captain 
John Ericsson of Monitor fame; at 
least, it most interested Commodore 
Stockton of the United States navy, 
who became so infatuated with. the 
Ericsson idea that be induced the Gov- 
ernment to allow him to build the 
Princeton, as the rumor was then, at 
his own expense in case of failure, and 
at the Goyernment’s if his venture 


as to the practicability of the screw 
wheel. The largest boat built up to 
the date of laying the Princeton’s kee! 
was the forty-foot launch of Ericsson’s, 
built in 18387 to test his invention, 
which was that adopted by Stockton, 
and which may be said to be adhered 
to, with some minor modifications, in 
America today. Prior to this forty- 
foot launch of Ericsson’s all the inven- 
tors held to the idea of putting their 
propeller wheels in indentures or 
chambers at the sides of vessels. With 
this forty-foot launch they were placed 
at the stern, just where they are 
located on vessels now the world over, 
hence it will be perceived the “twin- 
propeller’ idea has not evolved from 
the “single,’’ but that naval engineers 
and architects are returning to first 
principles. 

But, as the French say, let us return 
to our mutton. The war vessel Prince- 
ton was built from designs of Commo- 
dore Stockton, who personally over- 
saw her construction from laying of 
keel to finish. She was of beautiful! 
lines, and . throughout of such harmo- 
nious proportions asto command the 
admiration of all maritime powers of 
earth, as the Commodore had the pleas- 
ure ot exhibiting her at the principal 
seaports in a permitted voyage around 
the world. As ameaus of comparison 
with the steamships of the present 
time it will be interesting to know 


this first actual screw propeller steam- 
ship. Her length of hullover all was 
164 feet, a little over balf the length of 
the Virginia and hardly more than-a 
third the length of some of the great 
ocean steamers. The breadth of beam 
was 380 ‘feet;depth of hold 22 feet 6 
inches, draft of water I7-feet 6 inches. 
Sne was rated at 700 tons burden. Her 
propeller-wheel was 14 feet in diameter 
and six-bladed, and “drived by her 400- 
horse-power engine made from 32 to 34 
revolutions a minute, giving under au- 
spicious circumstances a logged speed 
of fourteen miles an hour. Such propor- 
tions, and such a rate of speed may be 
laughed at today in the light of ocean 
mammoths rolling their 500 and odd 
miles a day, but in the light that it 
took the first steamship to cross the 
ocean from Europe to America just 
twenty days, it has the significance of 
a prophecy of the present and coming 
ocean racers. 

Apropos of the above it may not be 
amiss to relate, in connection with the 
Princeton’s six-bladed wheel, that the 
experiments of the first inventors were 
maae with two and three-bladed 
serews, so that the modern screw, as 
the twin-wheel idea, is not so far away 
from the first conceptious as many may 
suppose.
